Rai ns Boost Crop 
Growth In W. Md.

Haj-making and corn cultivation 
continued Wednesday in the north 
central and Western Maryland in 
the wake of life-giving rains which 
gave a boost to crop growth in 
the Maryland-Delaware area.

West failed to capitalize on 
declarer's error in timing to­ 
day, and t h e r e f o r e handed 
back the slam contract which 
he had been given the opportu­ 
nity to defeat. 
The bidding was somewhat 
labored but the final contract 
was sound enough. South's op­ 
ening bid of one diamond with 
23 high card points ran the dis­ 
tinct risk of being passed out, 
but fortunately he found North 
with ample values for a one 
no trump response. South now 
came out in his true colors 
with a game forcing jump shift 
to three spades, which elicited 
a diamond preference from his 
partner. South’s cue bid of five 
clubs was a slam try, and 
North cooperated by showing 
the ace of h e a r t s . A six dia­ 
mond bid was rather obvious 
at this point, but the partner­ 


ship decided to get their full 
money's worth and took an ad­ 
ditional round of bidding to 
reach the slam. 
The opening heart lead was 
won in the c l o s e d hand as 
East’s jack of hearts forced 
the king. Declarer sa w that 
his p r o s p e c t s more or less 
hinged on a successful finesse 
in either spades or diamonds. 
He therefore cashed the ace of 
diamonds at trick two to test 
trumps, and then he led the 
ten of hearts to the dummy's 
ace in order to take a diamond 
finesse by playing a small dia­ 
mond and putting in the jack 
from his hand. 
West was in with the queen 
of trumps and, had he returned 
a diamond at this point, South 
would have wound up a trick 
short of his contract. He is in 
the dummy for the last time 
and, tho the spade finesse suc­ 
ceeds, East can assure himself 
an eventual trick in the suit 
by covering dummy's jack w ith 
the king. Had declarer played 
off the high clubs from his 
hand before going over to the 
dummy's ace of hearts earlier, 
he could have taken a spade 
discard on the king of clubs 
and the defense would have 
been helpless. 


I 
West, however, was not on 
the ball and, instead of mak­ 
ing the trump return w h i c h 
blocks up the club suit, he rou­ 
tinely led back a third round 
of hearts which was surely a 
hopeless play. South ruffed in 
his hand and hastily cashed 
his high clubs before crossing 
over to dummy's ten of dia­ 
monds, so that he could obtain 
the essential spade discard be­ 
fore taking the finesse in that 
i suit.

Hungary has launched something 
like a state-directed “ Alcoholics 
Anonymous” in a national drive 
against excessive drinking. 


Hungarians are not hard-drink­ 
ing people and there are few1 
few drunks to be seen in streets 
and bars. But authorities appar­ 
ently are concerned at a rise in 
the number of crimes committed 
by people who have been drinking 
and of industrial and traffic ac­ 
cidents caused by intoxication. 


The government campaign ran­ 
ges from warning all school child­ 
ren against the dangers of drink 
to trying to rehabilitate chronic 
drinkers in alcoholic clinics where 
they can receive free 
medical 
treatment, advice and companion­ 
ship. 


Other measures include closing 
dow n many thousands of low-class 
“ drink-shops” and purging pres®. 
radio and television of material 
which might encourage Hungari­ 
ans to drink Instead, these media 
now will promote natural fruit 
drinks put on sale especially for 
the campaign. Legislation will be 
passed to protect the families of 
alcoholics and stiffer penalties for 
primes and 
accidents involving 
drink already have been intro­ 
duced.

The Communist Party 
newspaper “ Nepszabadsag,” how­ 
ever recently noted that consump­ 
tion of rum arid other spirits was 
significantly higher last year than 
in 1960, adding that 20 per cent 
of all crimes in 1960 were com­ 
mitted by people under the influ­ 
ence of alcohol, This figure was 
three percent higher than in 1958 
Other newspapers frequently have 
appealed to readers to help solve 
personal problems of their col­ 
leagues.

Believing Philip Barton 
Key, son of Francis Scott Key of “Star 
Spangled Banner’’ fame, to have forced a t­ 
tentions upon Mrs. Sickles the senator shot 
young Key to death. 
Brought to trial in W ashington 
Sickles 
pleaded temporary insanity for the first time 
in United States legal annals, and won an 
acquittal. Then Sickles publicly" “forgave'’ 
his wife and took her back. -She capped th at 
climax by committing suicide. 
W hen w ar came rn 1861, Sickles helped 
raise the “Excelsior” militia brigade rn New 
York City and wa* chosen colonel of the 
20t.h Regiment, which was sent to join the 
defenders of Washington. 
Subsequently, Sickles acquitted himself as 
a brigade and divisional commander at Fair 
Oaks. Antietam, Fredericksburg and G ettys­ 
burg. After injuries forced his retirem ent 
from active duty, he made a confidential 
mission to South America for his old friend. 
Secretary of State Stanton, and was m ilitary 
governor of the Carolinas. After the war he 
was U. S. minister to Spam. 
Sickles’ political career ended with his 
being charged with mishandling of funds 
appropriated for war monuments. He died 
in obscurity.

As the federal government accelerates its 
penetration into many new areas, compounds its 
activities in established roles and as a result of 
both continues to become mired ever deeper in 
financial distress, more members of Congress 
are looking into a widening list of agencies with 
an eye toward pruning back some of the excess 
growth. 
It is interesting to compare a present-day 
agency—almost any agency— to the intents and 
purposes which begat it. 
If honors are to be bestowed for that agency 
which has expanded its domain farthest from its 
original purpose, the Rural Electrification Ad­ 
ministration would be high up in the running. 
Founded w'ith the commendable purpose of 
bringing electricity to the widespread 
rural 
areas in which commercial electrification was not 
econom ically fea sible, the REA long ago accom­ 
plished this purpose and is now encroaching on 
the urban territory of private electric companies. 
Investor-owned utilities and the REA now 
serve all but 3 per cent of American farms, but 
the REA is not content to rest on its laurels. It 
has requested a rpcord appropriation from Con­ 
gress for fiscal 1963 of almost $500 million. 
REA expansion in recent years has concen­ 
trated more and more heavily on competition 
with or replacement of taxpaying private utili­ 
ties. The government agency is able to pene­ 
trate and usurp power areas now adequately 
served by private firms through two special 
privileges. 
It is able to borrow money at 2 per cent 
interest and it does not account to Congress for 
its individual projects. The appropriations it 
receives are distributed according to the de­ 
cisions of REA officials, and are not prejudged 
by Congress. 
A half billion dollars a year is a formidable 
war chest to further the encroachment on private 
enterprise by government monopoly. Since tha 
REA has passed the goal for which it was found­ 
ed, is it not time Congress began holding the 
purse-strings to its future activities?

France’s commitment to NATO, 
but to give 
credibility 
to 
de 
Gaulle's arguments for the event­ 
ual creation of a strictly European 
defense system, without NATO'« 
dependence on the U. S. 
In the same fashion, the French 
nuclear program is also intended 
to serve as the embryo for an 
eventual European deterrent, with 
or without 
British 
cooperation, 
but once again independent of the 
American deterrent. 
De Gaulle 
has in fact long had the idea at 
the back of his mind, that as .soon 
as the power of France could be 
di.sentangled 
from 
Algeria, 
the 
pooled strength of the Western 
European nations would be suffi­ 
cient to constitute a third giant 
power. 
De Gaulle will now attempt to 
lay the foundations of this new 
giant power, complete with its 
own nuclear deterrent, compara­ 
ble in magnitude to the I , S. or 
the Soviet Union, and independent 
of both. He can hardly complete 
his grand design in the years that 
remain to him, but it is very 
clear indeed that he means to go 
forward as fa.st as hi.s European 
partners,

Should Be Checked 


As the federal government accelerates its 
penetration into many new areas, compounds its 
activities in established roles and as a result of 
both continues to become mired ever deeper in 
financial distress, more members of Congress 
are looking into a widening list of agencies with 
an eye toward pruning back some of the excess 


growth. 
It is interesting to compare a present-day 
agency— almost any agency— to the intents and 
purposes which begat it. 
lf honors are to be bestowed for that agency 
which has expanded its domain farthest from its 
original purpose, the Rural Electrification Ad­ 
ministration would be high up in the running. 
Founded with the 
commendable purpose 
of 
bringing electricity to the widespread 
rural 
areas in which commercial electrification was not 
economically feasible, the REA long ago accom­ 
plished this purpose and is now encroaching on 
the urban territory of private electric companies. 
Investor-owned utilities and the REA now 
serve all but 3 per cent, of American farms, but, 
the REA is not content to rest on its laurels. It 
has requested a record appropriation from Con­ 
gress for fiscal 1963 of almost $500 million. 
REA expansion in recent years has concen­ 
trated more and more heavily on competition 
with or replacement of taxpaying private utili­ 
ties. The government agency is able to pene­ 
trate and usurp power areas now' adequately 
served by private firms through two special 
privileges. 
It is able to borrow money at 2 per cent 
interest and it does not account to Congress for 
its individual projects. The appropriations it 
receives are distributed according to the de­ 
cisions of REA officials, and are not prejudged 
by Congress. 
A half billion dollars a year is a formidable 
war chest to further the encroachment on private 
enterprise by government monopoly. Since the 
REA has passed the goal for which it was found­ 
ed, is it not time Congress began holding the 
purse-strings to its future activities?

Dedicated Officials Undismayed

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SAN FRANCISCO — Walking 
along the catwalk around Alca­ 
traz, I noticed a prisoner working

Wilkinson referred to William 
Remington, the former Commun­ 
ist official in the Commerce De­ 
partm ent. who was m urdered in 
his cell by McCoy and two other 
prisoners at the l^w ishurg Peni­ 
tentiary. McCoy is one of the orig­ 
inal feuding McCoys of Kentucky, 
and still thinks he did a patriotic 
service in killing Remington.

F or several years, I have seen Eddie Gilbert about 
New York.

By the w ay his n am e appeared, w-ith 
regularity, in certain gossip columns, he m ust have 
had a press agent to proclaim his significance and to 
m ake his adopted nam e and his profession as a financier 
a household word. 
Eddie Gilbert bought friendships by picking up the 
♦ah for his social superiors. He gave parties at which 
w ere present some who are alw ays present at parties 
and whose presence requires a headw aiter to give a 
preferred table, if any table is ever really preferred. 


He owned a house on the Riviera, which is a 
European Gaza strip wrhere ladies and gentlemen during 
the season disport themselves, as they do during another 
season at P alm Beach and as their ancestors used to 
do at Newport or Atlantic City. 
It is the thing to do 
and does not cost too much if you know someone like 
Eddie Gilbert who has sleeping space for distinguished 
nam es and whose Sunday breakfasts, with cham pagne 
and an orchestra, brought together those who go every­ 
where and are known to everybody. 
Eddie Gilbert sure m ade it. Now . of course, he has 
taken refuge in Brazil, which is a sanctuary for Ameri­ 
can swindlers. 
If you have any intention of being a 
swindler, do not jum p out of a window, if your con­ 
science pricks you. Ju st take a plane to Brazil and join 
the colony of expatriates ther e. 
Eddie Gilbert's p artner in this gaiety was a rather 
dem ure young lady, his wife. Rhoda 
She did not go 
to Brazil with Eddie because they are now living apart. 
Rhoda recently got into a tizzy over some jewelry which 
she picked up at C artier’s; not one piece, hut a couple 
of handsful. She expected Eddie to pay. He declined.

His 
fortune, 
estim ated 
at $15,000,000.

European exchanges, even in American securities, e v a d ­ 
ing income taxes which will be a help. 
If he is found 
to be trading on A m erican exchanges, his funds will 
probably be seized. Eddie is not likely to do that. 


Eddie, in this purported interview, says that if he 
returned to the Ignited States, he would be crucified. 
He is in error. We do not crucify. He would undoubt­ 
edly be arrested, indicted by a Grand Jury, tried by a 
judge and jury in a Court of Law and he would perhaps 
be convicted and sent to prison. 
After IO years or so, 
he might get out of prison for good behavior and prob­ 
ably find that all those for whom he picked up the 
tab in fancy restaurants, no longer knew him. 
It is a 
habit in those circles, to run fast from trouble, 


Eddie holds that he did nothing to hurt anybody 
intentionally. 
Nevertheless a great m any people suf­ 
fered because of Eddie's financial genius, particularly 
those whom he guaranteed against losses. One of Eddie * 
complaints is that a “ lot of important people on Wall 
Street disappointed him ." This is not surprising 


There are very few important people on Wall 
Street, 
In such an extrem ity as the present one, 
the brokers and hankers of Wall Street strip them- 
selves of refinement 
and become Shylocks who 
demand their due. 
It was Wall Street’s hardness 
of heart in its dealings with the Rank of the United 
States that got the l?t?9 Depression rolling. Anyone 
who believes that he can depend on “ important 
people” in Wall Street might just as well depend 
on an IBM machine. 


Eddie must have pic ked up the tab for those " im ­ 
portan t people " Now, they don't know him 
Had he 
asked anyone who has had dealings with “ important 
people," he would have been told that they alw ays run 
away. When, in trouble, it is best to go to unimportant 
people.

WASHINGTON 
At long last, the Algerian trag­ 
edy really seems to be coming to 
an end. For the United States, 
this chiefly m eans the opening 
of a new e ra in the far from easy 
relationship 
between

Kennedy and President Charles 
de Gaulle. 
The point is that de Gaulle's 
freedom of 
action 
w as 
alw ays 
limited, as long as the grim Al­ 
gerian problem rem ained unsolv­ 
ed. But now that the killing has 
ceased in Algiers, de Gaulle is 
entirely free to try to realize his 
highly personal design for Europe. 
In addition, the large French 
arm y will also, in the m ain, be 
set free by the Algerian peace. 
This is highly im portant, since 
de Gaulle m eans to use his arm y 
as a crucial counter in his Euro­ 
pean game. The F rench divisions 
are to be used, 
not 
to 
m eet 
F ra n c e ’s com m itm ent to NATO, 
but to give 
credibility 
to 
de 
G aulle's argum ents for the event­ 
ual creation of a strictly European 
defense system, without NATO* 
dependence on the U. S. 
In the sam e fashion, the French 
nuclear program is also intended 
to serve as the em bryo for an 
eventual European deterrent, with 
or without 
British 
cooperation, 
but once again independent of the 
American deterrent. 
De Gaulle 
has in fact long had the idea at 
the back of his mind, that as soon 
as the power of France could be 
disentangled 
from 
Algeria, 
the 
pooled strength of the Western 
E uropean nations would be suffi­ 
cient to constitute a third giant 
power. 
De Gaulle will now attempt to 
lay the foundations of this new 
giant power, complete 
with 
its 
own nuclear deterrent, co m para­ 
ble in magnitude to the U. S. or 
the Soviet Union, and independent 
of both. He can hardly complete 
his grand design in the years that 
rem ain to him. hut it is very 
clear indeed that he m eans to go 
forward as fast as his European 
partners,

control. It is agreed, therefore, 
that there must tie a European 
deterrent of some 
sort,

will at least I#* preferable to sev­ 
eral more national deterrents.

These are al) valid arguments.

The toughest crim inals of the USA 
are not foreign born, hut white 
Anglo-Americans. Out of the 26* 
Alcatraz inmates, 175 ar* Anglos, 
75 Negro, two Chinese-Japanese, 
three Indian, ten Mexican, and 
one Puerto Rican. The Japanese, 
according to pen authorities, al­ 
most never commit violent crim es. 
The toughest crim inals are native 
midwesterners. 
The 
criminal 
“ circuit" used to 
extend 
from 
Kansas City to St. 
Paul, right 
through Middle 
America. 
. 
. 
. 
It takes 160 prison personnel to 
handle the 266 inmates of Alca­ 
traz, an illustration of the fact 
that crim e doesn't pay, either for 
the criminal or tor the taxpa.ver 
who has to support him. . . . 
Prison personnel are part of the 
civil 
service system, especially 
trained for the work. Rut it s dif­ 
ficult to hire prison guards. Gov­ 
ernm ent pay is low compared with 
high wages in San Francisco, and 
the work is inclined to tie depress­ 
ing. 


Inm ates at Alcatraz, as in most 
prisons, pass through 
a 
metal- 
detection machine which can even 
detect metallic foil in a cigarette 
pack. Inm ates must have cigar­ 
ettes packed in nonmetallic p a­ 
per, also wooden belt buckles and 
wooden supports in their shoes.

Light Won’t 
Be Relocated 


Bushby Asks SRC 
To Find Solution 


The State Roads Commission 
isn t going to move the traffic 
light on U. S. 40 at La Vale Plaza 
Shopping ('enter.
